The first letter is to jointly represent Emmet County with Shelby and
Kossuth Counties in the matter of the lowa Utilities Board petition to intervene with the pipeline
construction. The second letter is to develop pipeline ordinances. The letters stated the fees
charged by Ahlers and Cooney.

Summers Bauler stated she was having a phone conference with Ahlers and Cooney attorney,
Elizabeth Burnett, within the next couple of days to talk about the draft of the pipeline
ordinances.

Public forum, Quastad attended the ECCOG meeting. The annual financial audit for ECCOG
will cost $20,000. Auditor Amy Sathoff joined the meeting via Zoom to notify the board that she
got the county valuations uploaded to the lowa Department of Management. Emmet County
valuations increased .8774%. She will be working on scheduling budget work sessions and will
be getting the budget information out to department heads.

CONSTRUCTION EVALUATION RESOLUTION

WHEREAS, lowa Code section 459.304(3) sets out the procedure if a board of supervisors
wishes to adopt a “construction evaluation resolution” relating to the construction of a
confinement feeding operation structure; and

WHEREAS, only counties that have adopted a construction evaluation resolution can submit to
the Department of Natural Resources (DNR) an adopted recommendation to approve or
disapprove a construction permit application regarding a proposed confinement feeding
operation structure; and

WHEREAS, only counties that have adopted a construction evaluation resolution and submitted
an adopted recommendation may contest the DNR’s decision regarding a specific application;
and

WHEREAS, by adopting a construction evaluation resolution the board of supervisors agrees to
evaluate every construction permit application for a proposed confinement feeding operation
structure received by the board of supervisors between February 1, 2023 and January 31, 2024
and submit an adopted recommendation regarding that application to the DNR; and

WHEREAS, the board of supervisors must conduct an evaluation of every construction permit
application using the master matrix created in lowa Code section 459.305, but the board’s
recommendation to the DNR may be based on the final score on the master matrix or may be
based on reasons other than the final score on the master matrix;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF
EMMET COUNTY that the Board of Supervisors hereby adopts this construction evaluation
resolution pursuant to lowa Code section 459.304(3). APPROVED JANUARY 3, 2023

The Title VI Coordinator is authorized to take any other actions necessary and/or
recommended by the lowa Department of Transportation, or other designated
authority to comply with the provisions of Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964.
